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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments are directed to amendments that 
were not entered for the reasons stated above, therefore the arguments are not persuasive and the arguments do not place the application 
in condition for allowance. 

The translation of the Japanese patent application is acknowledged and has been entered as it is timely filed in response to the final 
rejection. In view of this translation, the rejection of claims 1-2, 9 and 15-16 as anticipated by Uematsu 2002 and the rejection of claims 3-7 
and 14 as obvious over Uematsu 2002 are withdrawn. 

Claims 1-7, 9 and 14-16 remain rejected, as noted above in view of the combined teaching of Whitcombe, Ovyn, Uematsu 2001 and Rizzo. 
It is noted that while Uematsu 2002 was used in the motivation statement the combination of the Whitcombe, Ovyn and Uematsu 2001 
references are sufficient to render the claimed invention obvious in the absence of the teachings of Uematsu 2002. 

Therefore, the claims remain rejected and no claims are allowed. 

Continuation of 13. Other: The amendment to the claims introduces subject matter that has not been considered or searched previously. 
Therefore, these amendments raise new issues of search and consideration and will not be entered. Applicant's arguments on p. 7 of the 
remarks are noted, however, the portion of p. 29 of the office action referenced merely states that Applicant's arguments were not 
commensurate in scope with the claims. Beyond this discussion, limitations directed to "two or more target genes being derived from 
different samples" have not been considered previously during examination. 

Furthermore, briefly responding to an assertion in the remarks, Applicant argues that the Ovyn reference has been misstated in the 
statement of rejection (p. 8 of remarks). This typographical error is acknowledged and it is noted that the Ovyn reference refers to US 
Patent 6,101,681, properly referenced in the 892 forms accompanying the office actions. 
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
